Vocational Instruction « Help to 
Higher Wages. 


Disabled soldiers who have re- 
ceived vocational! training at govern- 
ment expense in St. Louls are earn- 
ing 4 per cent more money now 
than when able-bodied, according to 
M. E. Head, chief of the Bureau of 
Vocational Education in this dis- 
trict, including Iowa, Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Nebraska, tn a speech be- 
fore the Kiwanis Club at the Amerit- 
can Annex Hotel recently. 

“When the work of rehabilitation 
of disabled soldiers was con- 
ceived in 1918," said Head, “it was 
estimated that 20.0600 men would be 
eligible for training at the close of 
war. However, at thie time 
there are $5,000 men in training in 
the United States and 5000 have 
qene into industry after receiving

“From a business standpoint, St.

SHALE HAS GOLD. 


Writer Explains Sea Action 
Forming Compounds. 
Precious Metals Contained in 

7 Water of Ocean. 


Work of Centuries Responsi- 
ble for Beds of Fossils. 


BY F. C. GRIMES. 

From time to time gold is re- 
ported in oi] shale in some locality 
not renowned for gold, and consid- 
erable speculation is manifest re- 
garding the how and why of its ex- 
istance In such formations. Regard- 
leas of the fact that a great leader 
of old promulgated the principle 
that gold is where it is found, pres- 
ent-day searchers for this precious 
metal are wont to look for it in for- 
mations much different from oil 
shales. The writer wishes to call 
attention to the fact that there is 


ence in such rocks. 

In the first place, all the waters 
of the seas contain gold in solution 
in very appreciable quantities. This 
exists as auric trichloride, that is, 
three parts of chlorine to one part 
gold. These elements thus 
brought together form a compound 
that is soluble in water and which 
may be sublimed or distilled at a. 
fairly moderate temperature. It is 
sometimes called chloride of gold. 
and in part forms the royal purple 
of old, a very beautiful fast dvé for 
silks. In ite pure crystal state. it 
peculiar beautiful orange 


CHANGES GOLD. 


The next fact to remember is that 
hydrogen sulphide. that offensive 
sulphur gas that is found in decayed 
eggs or about sulphur springs. wil! 
cause the gold in a ~~ a. de solution 
to form gold sulnhide. 

Gold sulphide is a black flocculent 
powder not susceptible of amalgama- 
tion with mercury, but it will slowly 
settle in a quiet solution. The sup- 
phur may be burned off leaving 
metallic flour gold.

BECOMES INSOLUBLE. 

The carbon with the oxygen the 
meanwhile forming carbon dioxide 
which is but the waste gus of -com- 
bustion. In the presence of the 
water it became carbonic acid gas, 
which is a stronger radical than 
the sulphur and therefore displaced 
it in the form of hydrogen sul- 
phide and th's immediately com- 
bined with the gold in the chioride 
form as before stated and the gold 
then at once became insoluble and 
sottied out of solution. 

The evolution of the sulphur gases 
can be observed in the vicinity of 
any oll field or in the marshes in 
and about the sea. It has been ob- 
served arising from the deep mud 
beds of the sea that in the ages to 
come will become oll bearing shales. 

TEST THEORY. 

Having these facts in mind, the 
writer some years ago spent con- 
siderable time and money in invest!- 
gating the possibilities for sume- 
what greater concentration of gold 
than is common by this method. 
Manv samples were taken from the 
Mexican line to Monterey, but none 
of them showed a quantity of gold 
that would justify commercial re- 
covery, although it was universally 
present. 

A dream was entertained that in 
some place the conditions of the de- 
composing organic mud in quiet 
waters might permit a somewhat 
greater concentration of the gold 
which would justify its recovery. 
and that the quantity available 
would be of sufficient magnitude 
to warrant a large enterprise. When 
we remember that these organic 
shales. during the formation of ofl. 
have left their residue extending for 
mary miles and that they are 
usually thousands of feet in thick- 
meas, one can Imagine it as «a prise 
well worth working for. 

Gold tn off shale? Yes, it should 
always be present.

Each day, 
however, the European financial 
structure as it really is becomes 
more visible, and the world is be- 
ginning to deal with realities, in- 
stead of theories. Politics abroad is 
giving way to economics. . 

International finance at present is 
interested primarily in two things. 
First, the ability of Germany to 
meet its reparations obligations. 
Germany last week was compelled, 
according to reports, to extend 
banking credits until November 15 
which were due on September 380. 
Secondly, the economic relief which 
will result from the attainment at 
Washington next month at the dis- 
armament conference from the at- 
tainment of a constructive tax pro- 
gram for reducing expenditures for 
things military. 

Last week's investment market 
was called upon to absorb an un- 
usually large volume of new financ- 
ing. The aggregate of w iesues 
offered for public su ption Tré 
now well over $125,000,000, making 
it the most active week in this re- 
spect in a long time. Generally 
speaking, these new offerings were 
well taken, although it remains to 
be seen yet how well the securities 
have been placed with the ultimate 
investor... Indications are that the 
market has been temporarily con- 
gested by the extraordinary out- 
pouring so that it may take some 
time before dealers can clear their 
shelves. 

Meanwhile, the market is likely 
to have a rest from the steady out- 
flow of new financing, although a 
number of important operations are 
scheduled for the next few weeks. 

Probably the most interesting 
plece of financing last week was 
the $50,000,000 Argentine govern- 
ment loan, a two-year 7 per cent 
commitment which was offered to 
investors on a 7.20 per cent basis. 
This was business that had been in 
the making for many ‘months. 
When Argentina first sought accom- 
modation here the bankers proposed 
an 8 per cent coupon rate. That 
was nearly a year ago. The fact 
that the deal was finally closed with 
a 7 per cent coupon indicates the 
change that has taken place in the 
basis of the investment market. 


Money was moderately easy in 
Wall street laset week. Borrowers 
for stock exchange purposes were 
able to cover their needs at a range 
of 6 to 6% per cent. Business was 
reported in commercial paper on «a 
5@5% per cent basis, although th- 
general market is still above that 
level. All indications point to a 
continuance of relatively cheap 
money. The heavy demands of the 
crop-moving season have been met 
by the banks without 4ifficulty, as 
is chown by the position of the Fed- 


holdings increase and member bank 
borrowings decline. Bankers do not 
hesitate to say that the pertod of 
credit strain has definitely passed.
